Where Hi» Fence Wa«. 
Gen. Lew Wnllaco recently re- 
lated an incident which 8hO*(«4oft 
rpmarknbl'> extent tho wonderful stt 
gacity and mi'mory of blackbirds, 
says the IndianaiX)lis Sentinel. 

"At my home over in Crawfc^rds- 
viUo," said the general, "wo have a 
large number of tall t rocs on the 
lawn, and in course of time 
trees became the fooatirig place at 
certain times of th& year o$ hundreds 
of thousajids of blackbirds. They 
came in f^rcat blai'k cloud.s, and in 
spito of all I ctmld do thoy refused 
to leave. Of course, tbey were a 
great nuisance, and I was in dj^spair 
as to some means of getting clear of 
them. I stood for days with my gim 
firing into them of an evening and 
killing hundrcKls of them, but the 
rest did not seem to be sulBciently 
struck by fear or grief to want to 
part company with me and my hos- 
pitality. I then devised a new 

mber at B 
Ughted 

one by one after dsrk, when the 
boughs of the trees were bent low 
with the weight of the croaking 
birds, and I poured tlio candles into 
tho tops of the trees at a great rata 
The sudden innovation startled the 
birds as nothing had over done be- 
fore, and they became panic stricken. 
That night I was free from them. 

"The next evening, however, the 
habit of returning there to roost was 
stronger than fear, and they began 
coming in by thousands as the even- 
ing approactcd. After dark I began 
with another volley of candles, and 
the birds began to realize that there 
was a determined bombardment in 
progress. They fled precipitately, 
and the third evening only a few re- 
turned. A few last shots put them 
to fli'/ht, and T was troubled no more. 

"Jjut ',vh.-..t do you think those 
birds dill? My dividing fence runs 
between the trees on my property 
uud the trees on the property of my 
neighbor, which are equally high and 
equally suitable for a home for the 
blackbirds. When the birds were 
driven from my lot they l^ew over 
across the dividing fence to ttte trees 
of my neighbor and settled. . There 
was no bombardment over there, and 
they liave stayed there ever since. 

"This was a long time ago, but 
never since the last Rqman candle 
was fired into them has one of those 
birds settled on one of my trees. 
Tbey are 'tabooed' as effectually as 
though they were on Are. The great 
clouds of birds each morning and 
evening fly directly over my trees 
going and coming, but not a bird 
settles upon a tree that is on my side 
of the dividing fence. 

"Another strange thing is that 
if anyone of an evening stnuds 
in my lawn and inskM a Bli^t noise, 
as slapping his hands, there will be 
the wildest commotion among the 
birds in the neighboring trees. They 
beeome restless and almost panic 
stricken. If, however, the same i>er- 
son crosses the fence and stands di- 
rectly under them and makes twice 
as much noise, they pay no atten- 
tion whatever to him. He can even 
shoot up into them without driving

. was for $8,000 for throe months from 
noon of March 4, 1851, to noon of 
June 4, 1851, on sixteen slaves, as 
follows: Tom, Frank, Sophia, Eve- 
Une, Jordan, Daniel, Ann, Nelson, 
Mary, Charlotte and Ann, in favor of 
Bolton, Dickins & Co. of Memphis, 
Tenn., l>eing at the rate of $500 on 
each one" who might die during the 
continuance of the policy. 

The restrictions in the dcx umen 
read that the said slaves ' 'shall hav^ 
only the privilege of traveling in the 
usual conveyances on land, rivers,

A LAWYEB'S IMFIBMITY. 

He Generally Lost Hl» Tamper an 
Also Hit Oumt. 

The late Chief Justice E. G. Ryat 
of Wisconsin wa.s, in many resjxjcts, 
the most notably able man tln^ state 
ever reckoned amon<,' its citizens. lie 
had great lo&ming, particularly in 
law. Among veteran lawyers who 
knew Judge E^yan there are few, if 
any, who do not concede that he was 
better versed in the law .than any 
other man to his profession in the 
state, but he was less fortunate In 
his practice than many of the first- 
class lawyers. 

The lato Matt H. Carpenter used 
to win most of his ca-ses when Judge 
Ryan was the opposing attorney, but 
often lamented thlA-.lMt not a* 
good a lawyer aa JUt ^wm 
opponent.

legal ability t>i go with my good na- 
ture and skill in controlling my tem- 
per, 1 would not be averse to meet- 
ing any lawyer in the world, no mat- 
ter how Important the case." Yet 
jCarpenter seldom lost a* case whjn 
the opposing attorney was Judge 
Ryan. 

"How is it Matt that you nearly 
always defeat Ryan, even when It is 
plain that 3-ou have a poor case and 
he a f,'oixi one'.'" asked one of the 
great senator's friends. 

"By keeping my temper and help- 
ing Mr. Byan to lose his," was Car- 
penter's prompt replv. 

That was so. Carpenter knew that 
his brother attorney was always well 
prepared when ho went Into court— 
wi^U loaded, cocked and primed— and 
ho also knew that If Mr. Ryan did 
not lose his temper he would win his 
case, so ho was careful to see that 
Mr. Ryan lost his temper, and fired 
off his perfect load so that it scat- 
tered and its effect was wasted. 

Age took the rough edgea from 
Judge Ryan's temper, so that when 
ho became chief justice he tilled the 
high sUition in a.s alile and dignified 
a maiHier ,as it evrr had been filled.
